The 
statement is of interest by virtue 
of its very vagueness. Evidently 
President Roose'e's and Mr. 
Churchill have learned the art— 
not unfamiliar to the chiefs of the 
Axis nations—of keeping their 
intentions secret until the moment 
when those intentions are trans- 
lated into fact. That was a policy 
which they followed to good effect 
not merely in North Africa, but 
also in Sicily—to such good effect, 
indeed, that there is no reason 
why they should depart from it. 
No meeting of leaders since the 
war began has attracted more 
Questions innumerable 
have been asked. Was Russia 
invited te attend, and, if not, 
why not? Was the Conference 
called essentially to discuss 
the new situation created by 
the imminent fall of Sicily, 
and Italy's change from the 
régime of Signor Mussolini to 
that of Marshal Badoglio? Would 
there be any discussion: of the 
war against Japan? Only one of 
these questions—the three that 
really mattered—has received a 
positive answer, It is understood 
that Marshal Stalin declined to 
attend, or o be represented, 
because he anil his country were 
eecupied to the full with their 
summer campaign against the 
hulk of the German army; yet, 
both in Great Britain and in the 
United. States, some uneasiness 


has manifested itself concerning 


the harmony between the so- 
called capitalist nations and their 
Communist ally — uneasiness 
which may be allayed by the 
conference's hint of a meeting 
between the three great Powers, 
In regard to Italy, or the alter- 
native, a ‘‘second front else- 
where, no information has been 
vouchsafed, The only definite news 
is that ‘‘the military discussions 
of the chiefs of staff have turned 
very largely upon the war with 
Japan, and the bringing of 
effective aid to China.” Some 
months age Mr. Churchill 
declured that the war against 
Japan would drag on for, 
perhaps, ten years. after the 
conclusion of the war in Europe. 
That declaration suggested a cer- 
tain-~-theugh, for the time being, 
&  negative—line of policy. 
Does yesterday’s prenouncement 
imply that the Allies pro- 
pose to adopt a different, 
and more militant, attitude? It 
is known that many infiyential 
citizens of the United States look 
upon the Pacific as their country’s 
particular sphere of action, and 
believe that the bulk of American 
effort ought to be directed against 
Japan, If, indeed, the extension 
of the war to include a stronger 
campaign against Japan was the 
main purpose of the Quehec Con- 
ference, the much-debated pro- 
blem of Russia’s absence becomes 
simpler; for Russia, not being at 
war with Japan, clearly could 
play no part in the discussions.
